Gentlemen. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Thirty-fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  during 
the  past  year,  together  with  a  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Included  in  the  Report  are  seven  tables  as  to  the  Vital  Statistics 
of  the  District,  five  of  which  are  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  one  by  the  Home  Office,  and  Table  (C)  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Table  1  deals  with  the  vital  statistics  for  the  whole  District  during 
1907  and  10  previous  years. 

Table  2  deals  with  the  vital  statistics  of  the  separate  localities  in 
1907  and  10  previous  years. 

Table  3  deals  with  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1907. 

Table  4  deals  with  causes  of,  and  ages  at  death,  during  the 
year  1907. 

Table  5  deals  with  Infant  Mortality  during  1907. 

Table  6,  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901. 

Table  7  is  a  summary  of  Report  required  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

This  is  purely  an  urban  residential  district  situated  on  the  estuary 
of  the  Mersey,  to  the  north  of  Bootle,  and  having  on  its  eastern  boundary 
agricultural  land  for  its  entire  length.  The  snb-soil  is  drift  sand  on  a 
red  sandstone  bottom  and  the  general  configuration  of  the  district  is 
flat. 

There  are  two  streams,  one  to  the  north  and  east  forming  the 
northern  and  eastern  boundary  called  the  Warrenhouse  Gutter,  and 
another  to  the  south  east  which  is  partly  the  southern  boundary  and  is 
named  the  Rimrose  Brook.  They  flow  for  a  considerable  distance  in 
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pipes  and  are  more  or  less  polluted  by  the  drainage  received  before 
entering  our  District,  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  detrimental 
to  health.  The  portions  under  our  control  are  periodically  cleaned 
out  by  the  owners  of  land  adjoining. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED. 

74  cases  were  notified  to  me  in  the  Waterloo  Division. 
These  occurred  in  54  houses,  50  (of  which  3  died)  were  treated  in  their 
homes,  24  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 
Liverpool,  and  3  proved  fatal. 

In  the  Seaforth  Division  82  cases  were  notified  from  72  houses,  40 
cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  1  died  ;  42  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital,  of  which  2  died. 

The  total  number  for  the  entire  District  was  156  cases  in  126  houses, 
and  66  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  Liverpool.

HOSPITAL  ACCOUNT. 


The  expenditure  connected  with  the  reception  of  patients  into 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  Liverpool,  was  as  follows  : —

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  isolation  are 
removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  in  Liverpool ;  an  arrange¬ 
ment  having  been  made  with  the  Liverpool  Corporation.  The  accom¬ 
modation  is  joint,  and  this  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  a  sum  per  week 
for  each  patient  and  a  fee  for  each  removal  ;  there  is  no  retaining  fee 
paid. 

The  cases  have  always  been  promptly  removed  and  every  attention 
given  to  the  patients  while  in  Hospital. 
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SMALLPOX. 

One  ease  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Seaforth  Division  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  this  year.  I  visited  the  patient  with  the  medical  practitioner 
in  attendance  and  found  it  was  a  case  of  confluent  smallpox. 

Immediate  steps  were  taken  and  the  patient  was  removed  in  a  few 
hours  to  the  Liverpool  Smallpox  Hospital. 

Further  enquiries  were  made  but  no  definite  source  of  infection 
could  be  traced.  All  persons  in  contact  were  re-vaccinated  and  kept 
under  observation  for  a  month. 

The  premises  were  promptly  disinfected  after  removal  of  the  patient 
and  all  articles  of  bedding,  &c.,  were  taken  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus 
and  duly  stoved. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Fifty-two  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  33  houses  in  the  Waterloo 
Division,  32  were  treated  at  home  and  all  recovered  ;  20  were  removed 
to  hospital  and  2  proved  fatal. 

In  Seaforth  Division  49  cases  were  notified  from  44  houses,  18  of 
the  patients  were  nursed  at  home  while  31  were  removed  to  Hospital 
and  all  recovered.

In  the  Waterloo  Division  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  this  disease,  the  numbers  being  52  as  compared  with  33  last 
year.  The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  amongst  the  children  in 
the  Infants’  Department  of  one  of  the  elementary  schools. 

I  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  report  these  schools  for  closure 
on  this  account. 

The  school  rooms  were  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Council’s 
staff  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

Ten  cases  were  reported  to  me  from  9  houses  in  the  Waterloo 
Division,  8  were  treated  at  home  and  two  died,  2  cases  were  removed 
to  Hospital  and  recovered.  There  were  13  cases  in  9  houses  in  Seaforth 
Division,  9  were  nursed  at  home,  1  terminating  fatally  ;  4  were  removed 
to  Hospital  and  recovered.  Total  23  cases  and  3  deaths. 

I  am  pleased  to  see  there  are  fewer  cases  this  year  than  last,  and 
that  generally  they  were  of  a  milder  form. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. 


Six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  from  the  same  number  of 
houses  in  Waterloo  Division,  4  were  treated  at  home  and  1  died,  2  were 
removed  to  Hospital  and  1  died. 

In  Seaforth  Division  9  cases  occurred  in  8  houses,  3  were  nursed  at 
home  and  all  recovered,  while  6  were  removed  to  hospital  where  2 
cases  died. 


The  number  of  cases  for  the  entire  District  was  15  in  14  houses 
in  various  parts  of  the  District.  Eight  were  removed  to  Hospital.

There  has  been  also  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease 
and  my  remarks  under  this  heading  in  last  year's  Report  apply  again 
this  year,  viz.  : — That  a  number  of  these  persons  were  seafaring  men 
residing  in  the  District  but  employed  by  the  various  steamship  companies 
trading  to  and  from  the  Port  of  Liverpool.  In  the  majority  of  these 
cases  the  men  were  ill  upon  arrival. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 


One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  the  Seaforth  Division  and 
recovered. 
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DIARRHOEA. 

The  deaths  under  this  heading  during  the  year  numbered  14,  of 
which  13  were  under  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with  26  last  year, 
a  considerable  decrease,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
during  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  the  temperature 
was  at  no  time  very  high  in  this  neighbourhood. 

The  leaflets  I  prepared  on  “  Advice  on  Feeding  and  Rearing  of 
Infants,”  have  been  circulated  in  the  District  during  the  year.  The 
Registrar  is  supplied  with  copies  for  distribution  to  persons  registering 
births.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  persons  in  or  belonging  to  the  District 
during  the  year  from  diseases  of  an  infectious  nature  was  38,  which 
is  a  death  rate  of  1.42  per  1,000  ;  14  of  these  were  in  the  Waterloo 
Division,  a  death  rate  of  1.14,  and  24  in  the  Seaforth  Division,  a  death 
rate  of  1.67. 

During  1906,  46  deaths  were  reported,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1.74 
per  1,000,  of  the  estimated  population.

GENERAL  BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  584  births  registered  in  the  District  during  the  past  year, 
viz.,  311  males  and  273  females,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  21.96.  Of  these 
230  were  in  Waterloo  Division,  120  of  which  were  males  and  110  females, 
which  gives  a  birth  rate  in  this  Division  of  18.78.  In  Seaforth  Division 
the  numbers  were  354,  191  males  and  163  females,  a  birth  rate  of  24.68. 
Last  year  the  births  were  669,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  25.33. 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  District  during  the  past  year  numbered 
291,  shewing  a  net  death  rate  of  10.94  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation,  but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  47  residents 
who  died  in  public  institutions  outside  the  District,  which  gives  a  total 
number  of  338  deaths  and  a  gross  death  rate  of  12.71.  Of  these  144 
were  in  Waterloo  Division  giving  a  death  rate  of  11.75,  and  194  in 
Seaforth  Division,  a  death  rate  of  13.52. 

In  1906  there  were  283  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  10.71  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 


INQUESTS. 

During  the  year  inquests  have  been  held  on  5  persons  who  did  not 
belong  to  the  District.  The  verdicts  were,  in  4  cases,  found  drowned, 
and  in  one  instance  Poisoning.  Also  another  person,  residing  in  an 
adjoining  district,  died  from  syncope  on  the  footpath  here.  As  none 
of  these  deaths  took  place  in  public  institutions  they  have  been  included 
in  the  figures  for  the  net  death  rate  of  the  District.

The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  12  are  the  number  in  Column  7, 
corrected  by  the  subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  10  and  the  addition  of  the 
number  in  Column  11. 

By  the  term  “  Non-residents  ”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district  on 
account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public  institutions  there  ;  and  by  the 
term  “  Residents  ”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on 
account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public  institutions  elsewhere. 

The  “  Public  institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these 
tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually  received  on  account  of  sickness 
or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A  list  of  the 
Institutions  in  respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  is  given 
on  next  page.

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HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

A  number  of  these  houses  in  the  Seaforth  Division  have  been 

visited  and  the  requirements  of  the  Council’s  Byelaws  enforced.  There 

is  some  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  occupiers  of  these  premises,  as 

thev  move  about  from  house  to  house. 

«/ 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  rooms  found  to  be  overcrowded 
this  year,  but  this  was  successfully  dealt  with  in  each  case. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Slaughter  Houses,  or 
Offensive  Trades  established  in  the  District. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

These  places  have  been  regularly  visited  and  it  was  found  necessary 
in  several  instances  to  give  verbal  or  written  intimation  of  contraventions 
of  the  Regulations,  all  of  which  were  complied  with. 

In  2  instances  the  air  space  in  shippons  has  been  increased  and  a 
larger  number  of  cows  can  now  be  kept. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  workshops,  and  as 
a  result  conditions  were  found  which  necessitated  the  service  of  a  number 
of  notices,  most  of  which  have  been  attended  to. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  to  me  from  a  house  a  portion 
of  which  was  used  as  a  workshop.  As  I  was  able  to  arrange  for  immediate 
removal  of  the  patient  and  disinfection  of  the  premises,  I  did  not  deem 
it  necessary  to  apply  for  an  order  to  prohibit  the  making  of  wearing 
apparel. 

I  have  received  a  large  number  of  notices  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  &c.,  all  of  which  received  careful  attention. 

As  required  by  Section  133,  information  was  given  to  the  Factory 
Inspector  of  14  workshops  without  an  abstract  affixed. 

HOMEWORK. 

In  2  instances  lists  were  sent  in  from  other  Local  Authorities  giving 
the  addresses  of  persons  in  this  District,  and  the  places  were  found  in 
a  sanitary  condition.  The  premises  of  firms  in  the  District  were  visited 
and  4  lists  of  outworkers  inspected. 

Two  of  the  outworkers  lived  in  other  districts  and  the  respective 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  were  notified.  Two  of  the  persons  reside 
here  and  are  under  direct  supervision. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  number  of  underground  bakehouses  is  4,  the  same  as  last  year, 
but  during  the  year  2  premises  have  changed  hands  and  the  occupiers 
applied  for  certificates,  which  were  granted. 


The  bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  generally  they  are  in  a 
good  condition. 

Full  details  with  regard  to  the  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  will 
be  found  in  the  special  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  page  18. 

DISINFECTING  APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  used  in  this  District  is  one  of  the  Washington- 
Lyon  type  and  I  have  found  it  to  work  in  an  efficient  manner.  Not¬ 
withstanding  the  large  number  of  articles  which  have  been  disinfected 
I  have  not  heard  a  single  complaint  as  to  the  satisfactory  working. 

Smoke  Nuisance.— The  number  of  observations  taken  by  the 
Inspector  has  been  16.  In  2  instances  the  time  limit  of  4  minutes 
black  smoke  in  the  hour  was  exceeded  and  statutory  notices  were  served 
upon  the  owners  of  the  works,  who  complied  with  them.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  take  any  further  proceedings. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supplied  to  this  District  is  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation,  is  constant,  and  perfectly  pure. 

Excrement  Disposal. —  House  Refuse.  —  Scavenging.  —  The 
excrement  disposal  is  by  the  water  carriage  system,  which  is  ultimately 
discharged  into  the  estuary  of  the  Mersey. 

The  house  refuse  is  now  removed  by  the  Councirs  own  staff  and 
has  been  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner.  In  consequence  of  the  more 
frequent  emptyings  of  the  ashpits,  fewer  complaints  are  received.  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  the  number  of  ashbins  is  still  on  the  increase  at 
houses  where  previously  ashpits  existed.  All  the  new  houses  are  provided 
with  either  fixed  or  movable  bins,  the  contents  of  which  are  removed 
at  least  once  a  week,  except  in  the  case  of  shops,  hotels,  &c.,  which  are 
dealt  with  more  frequently,  vide  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

We  do  not  yet  possess  a  destructor  in  this  District,  so  are  obliged 
to  deposit  the  refuse  at  a  “  tip,”  which  is  a  portion  of  land  rented  by 
the  Council  for  this  purpose. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

I  have,  in  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  systematically 
inspected  each  Division  of  the  District  during  the  year,  and  any  nuisances 
found  which  were  likely  to  be  injurious  to  the  public  health  were  satis¬ 
factorily  dealt  with.  In  one  instance  legal  proceedings  had  to  be  resorted 
to  before  the  owner  would  comply  with  the  notices  to  abate  nuisances 
from  ashpits. 

The  houses  occupied  by  persons  of  the  working  class  are  usually 
built  of  brickwork  and  have  slated  roofs.  The  yards  are  paved  and 
drained,  and  water  closet  accommodation,  together  with  either  an 
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ashpit  or  ashbin,  is  provided.  These  houses  are  inspected,  and  many 
of  the  nuisances  set  out  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  were  found 
in  this  class  of  house. 

SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT  AT  THE  END 

OF  THE  YEAR. 

There  was  a  slight  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  one  of  the  schools 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  this  was  checked,  and  since  then  we  have 
not  had  any  cases  amongst  the  children  attending  the  school. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  matters  dealt  with  in  the  foregoing 
Report,  I  consider  the  District  to  be  in  a  sanitary  condition.

I  am  informed  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Union,  by  whose  officers  the 
vaccination  is  done,  that  it  is  impossible  at  the  present  time  to  have 
the  statistics  for  this  year,  as  the  material  for  compiling  such  return 
will  not  be  available  until  August,  1908. 

SEWERS,  &c. 

Mr.  F.  Spencer  Yates,  A.M.I.C.E.,  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  has 
supplied  the  following  report  of  works  done  in  the  District  in  connection 
with  Sewerage,  &c.  : — 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  proceeded  with  the  provision  of 
storm  overflow  sewers,  discharging  on  to  the  shore  near  low  water 
mark,  intended  to  relieve  the  congestion  which  now  takes  place  during 
heavy  rainfalls.  The  estimated  cost  is  £14,500. 

For  years  past  the  Council  have  encouraged  the  erection  of  tall 
shafts  up  the  sides  of  houses  to  act  as  ventilators  to  the  sewers,  and  in 
spite  of  the  opposition  to  this  system  in  some  places,  it  has  been  found 
very  effective  here.  Ten  of  these  shafts  have  been  erected  during  the 
year.  Additional  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  regular  and  systematic 
flushing  of  house  drains  and  sewers  with  beneficial  results. 

An  additional  Recreation  Ground  has  been  laid  out  in  the  Seaforth 
portion  of  the  District,  including  the  provision  of  a  Bowling  Green. 
A  large  amount  of  work  has  also  been  executed  in  paving  and  flagging 
back  passages  which,  on  completion,  are  adopted  as  public  highways.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Sanitary 
Department  during  the  past  year,  together  with  particulars  of  nuisances 
abated,  and  improvements  effected  thereby. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  house  to  house  inspection  has  been  continued,  a  systematic 
inspection  of  the  houses  being  made  in  18  streets  in  various  parts  of 
the  District.  Premises  were  visited  upon  complaint  from  private 
persons  and  when  infectious  sickness  occurred  therein.  Also  a  large 
number  of  references  from  the  house  drain  flushers  have  been  dealt 
with  ;  the  total  number  of  inspections  for  the  year  being  1,508. 

NOTICES,  Ac.,  SERVED. 

In  consequence  of  the  above  inspections,  502  preliminary  notices 
were  served  upon  owners  or  occupiers  to  abate  nuisances  or  carry  out 
some  sanitary  improvement,  most  of  which  received  prompt  attention. 
In  103  instances  nuisances  in  connection  with  204  houses  were  reported 
to  the  Health  Committee  and  statutorv  notices  ordered  to  be  served 
but  it  was  necessary  to  serve  only  44  notices,  as  the  nuisances  were 
abated  between  the  times  of  Committee  and  Council  Meetings. 

The  various  premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the  work, 
with  the  object  of  seeing  that  the  notices  were  complied  with,  the  number 
of  such  re-inspections  being  2,352. 

Also  124  letters  were  written  to  owners  and  others  calling  attention 
to  notices  which  had  not  been  complied  with.  I  have  also  had  frequent 
interviews  with  owners,  occupiers  and  contractors  in  all  parts  of  the 
District,  relative  to  works  required  to  be  done. 


SMOKE  TESTING. 


The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drains  of  481  houses  and 
a  large  number,  of  defective  connections  of  sanitary  fittings  with  drains 
were  found,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Table  at  the 
end  of  the  Report. 

Twenty-six  of  the  tests  were  at  the  expense  of  occupiers  or  pro¬ 
spective  occupiers  who  were  desirous  of  knowing  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  premises  they  were  interested  in.  After  the  examination  a 
report  was  sent  to  the  persons  who  reque  ted  the  application  of  the 
test. 


DRAINS. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty- five  defective  drains  have  been  repaired 
relaid  or  reconstructed,  the  majority  being  found  by  means  of  the 
smoke  machine  at.  houses  in  both  divisions  of  the  District.  A  number  of 
these  drains  were  connected  direct  to  the  sewer  without  the  intervention 
of  a  suitable  trap  ;  38  disconnecting  traps  have  been  fixed,  inlet  venti¬ 
lation  has  been  provided  to  80  drains,  and  in  2  cases  outlet  ventilation 
has  been  obtained  bv  a  4  inch  shaft  fixed  at  the  head  of  drain  and 
carried  up  above  eaves  of  house  roof. 

Ninety-one  choked  drains  have  been  opened  and  cleansed,  and 
58  gullies  fixed  in  lieu  of  defective  gullies  or  mason’s  traps. 

PRIVIES  AND  ASHPITS. 

One  privy  used  for  ashes  only,  and  situate  against  the  party  wall 
of  a  Factory,  was  abolished  and  an  ashbin  provided. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  galvanized  iron  bins  have  been 
provided  in  lieu  of  ashpits,  19  foul  or  defective  ashpits  being  filled  and 
made  good,  16  defective  ashbins  have  been  repaired  or  replaced,  and 
8  premises  provided  with  ash  accommodation. 

WATER  CLOSETS. 

One  foul  pan  closet  was  removed,  and  a  pedestal  closet,  provided 
with  a  separate  flushing  cistern,  fixed. 

Thirty  choked  closets  have  been  opened  and  cleansed,  while  60 
new  basins  and  42  new  traps  have  been  fixed  in  lieu  of  foul  or  defective 
ones.  Three  closet  apartments  have  been  provided  with  improved 
light  and  ventilation  ;  at  109  premises,  defective  roofs,  walls,  seats, 
floors,  &c.,  were  made  good.  A  proper  and  sufficient  flush  of  water 
has  been  provided  to  74  closets,  and  18  closet  cisterns  have  been  repaired. 
In  5  instances  flush  pipes  have  been  made  good  and  196  connections  of 
the  flush  pipes  with  closet  basins  made  watertight. 


SOIL  PIPES. 

Two  soil  pipes  have  been  ventilated  by  4  inch  shafts  carried  up 
to  a  safe  point  above  eaves  of  roof,  and  25  soil  or  ventilating  pipes  were 
renewed  and  made  gastight.  In  11 1  instances  the  joints  of  soil  or  ventila¬ 
ting  pipes  have  been  made  sound,  and  82  drains  from  such  pipes  repaired, 
while  6  connections  of  soil  or  ventilating  pipes  with  drains,  and  25 
connections  of  closet  traps  with  branch  soil  pipes  have  been  made  good. 
Choked  ventilating  pipes  at  21  premises  have  been  cleared,  and  un¬ 
ventilated  traps  have  been  removed  from  the  foot  of  3  soil  pipes. 

WASTE  PIPES,  Ac. 

Untrapped  and  defective  waste  pipes  have  been  trapped  or  made 
sound  in  72  instances,  and  36  lavatory  and  bath  waste  pipes  have  been 
trapped  and  made  to  discharge  separately  in  the  external  air  ;  6  choked 
waste  pipes  were  cleared. 

Thirteen  rain  water  conductors  have  been  disconnected  from  soil 
pipes  or  drains  and  made  to  discharge  over  trapped  gullies,  and  51  rain 
water  pipes  have  been  made  good. 

New  salt-glazed  stoneware  sinks  have  been  fixed  in  6  instances. 

FLUSHING  OF  HOUSE  DRAINS. 

The  Surveyor  has  furnished  the  following  particulars  of  the  work 
done  in  his  Department  in  connection  with  the  flushing  of  house  drains. 
In  7,274  instances  drains  were  found  to  be  in  a  choked  condition  and 
7,150  were  cleared  by  the  flushers  at  time  of  visit.  Where  they  could 
not  deal  with  the  chokages,  or  other  structural  defects  were  found, 
a  reference  was  made  to  the  Sanitary  Department ;  the  number  of 
such  references  being  345.

From  the  figures  given  in  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  a  great 
deal  of  good  work  has  been  done.  A  large  number  of  the  chokages 
found  would  have,  in  time,  caused  nuisances  likely  to  be  a  menace  to 
the  health  of  the  occupiers  of  the  houses,  but  they  were  promptly  dealt 
with  and  the  drains  left  in  a  clean  condition. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

These  houses  have  been  visited  during  the  year,  101  visits  being- 
made,  chiefly  to  houses  in  the  Seaforth  Division.  There  is  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  cleanliness  and  general  condition  of  the  rooms,  which  are 


often  occupied  for  both  living  and  sleeping  purposes.  Fifty-five  rooms 
have  been  measured  and  space  sheets,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
Regulations,  served  upon  the  chief  occupiers.  In  23  instances  rooms 
were  found  to  be  overcrowded,  and  upon  verbal  or  written  intimation 
the  number  of  occupants  was  reduced  to  be  in  conformity  with  the 
Regulations,  by  bringing  more  rooms  into  use,  or  by  removal  of  one  of 
the  families. 

The  windows  were  repaired  at  two  houses,  and  one  house  was 
cleaned  throughout.  Notices  were  given  to  occupiers  to  cleanse  dirty 
floors  in  3  houses,  and  in  one  instance  to  abate  nuisance  from  the  keeping 
of  animals. 

Eleven  houses  and  3  transfers  to  new  tenants  have  been  placed 
on  the  Register,  bringing  the  total  number  to  20  houses. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  have  been  periodically  visited 
and  I  found  them,  with  a  few  exceptions,  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  con¬ 
dition. 

Five  applications  to  be  registered  as  cowkeepers,  or  purveyors  of 
milk,  have  been  received,  and  all  were  granted  after  an  inspection  of 
the  premises. 

There  are  39  names  of  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  on  the 
Register,  to  whom  280  visits  have  been  made.  Overcrowding  of  cows 
was  found  in  7  shippons  and  the  owners  were  warned,  the  excess  number 
of  cows  being  removed  upon  attention  being  called  to  the  matter. 
Alterations  have  been  made  in  two  shippons  so  as  to  increase  the  air 
space  and  allow  of  more  cows  being  housed  therein. 

The  limewashing  and  cleansing  was  done  in  every  instance,  although 
several  calls  had  to  be  made  to  some  of  the  premises  before  the  work 
was  completed.  All  notices  served  to  remedy  defects  in  connection 
with  the  premises  have  been  complied  with. 

In  accordance  with  the  Committee’s  instructions  I  have  distributed 
copies  of  the  leaflet  issued  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  relative  to 
“  Cleanliness  in  the  Dairy,”  to  the  occupiers  of  the  various  dairies  and 
milk  shops  in  the  District,  and  have  requested  them  to  provide  covers 
for  the  milk  vessels  standing  in  shops,  with  a  view  of  preventing  con¬ 
tamination  by  dust  or  flies. 

During  the  year  I  was  notified  that  a  cow  had  been  removed 
from  a  shippon  in  Waterloo  and  that  after  slaughter  it  was  found  to 
be  badly  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  I  visited  the  shippon  and  arranged 
with  the  owner  to  limewash  and  cleanse  the  stall  recently  occupied 
by  the  beast. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  obtained  from  the  dairy  and  they  were 
certified  to  be  “  non- tubercular.” 
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INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  food,  &c.,  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District  has  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  no  seizure  being  made. 

EXAMINATION  OF  FOODSTUFFS. 

During  the  year  I  submitted  71  samples  of  milk,  one  sample  of 
pressed  beef,  and.  one  sample  of  sardines,  to  Professor  Sir  R.  Boyce, 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  certificates  have  been  received 
with  regard  to  all  of  them,  together  with  five  certificates  outstanding 
at  the  end  of  last  year. 

Milk. — Of  the  five  samples  obtained  last  year  and  not  reported 
upon,  3  were  from  local  sources  ;  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was  found 
in  one  sample,  while  the  other  two  were  certified  to  be  free  from  con¬ 
tamination. 

Two  samples  were  obtained  from  persons  outside  the  District, 
1  being  returned  as  free  from  contamination  and  the  Bacillus  Coli 
Communis  was  present  in  the  other  sample. 

Milk. — In  the  samples  this  year  35  were  obtained  from  local 
purveyors  and  36  from  persons  residing  outside  the  District. 

The  Tubercule  Bacillus  was  not  found  in  any  of  the  samples,  but 
in  10  instances  the  guinea  pigs  died  before  the  test  was  complete. 

Of  the  35  samples  from  local  sources,  3  were  certified  to  be  free  from 
indications  of  contamination  ;  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  33  samples,  in  2  of  which  the  Bacillus  Enteritidis  Sporogenes 
was  also  present.  With  respect  to  the  36  samples  obtained  from  persons 
residing  outside  the  District,  3  were  returned  as  free  from  indications 
of  contamination  and  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was  certified  to  be 
in  33  samples. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  for  3  consecutive  years  we  have  not  had 
a  tubercular  sample  returned,  which  clearly  points  out  that  good  results 
have  followed  the  work  done  in  this  direction. 

Pressed  Beef. — One  sample  of  Pressed  Beef  sent  in  was  certified 
to  contain  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  and  an  organism  almost  identical 
with  the  Bacillus  Enteritidis  (Gaetner).  The  premises  where  this 
foodstuff  was  prepared,  were  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a  clean  condition. 
The  occupier  was  informed  of  the  result  of  the  analysis. 

Sardines. — A  person  who  had  partaken  of  Sardines  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  Ptomaine  Poisoning.  I  obtained  the  tin  containing 
a  portion  which  had  not  been  eaten  and  submitted  it  for  examination  ; 

!  the  report  states  there  was  “  no  bacterial  evidence  as  to  poisoning.” 
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In  all  cases  where  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  contaminated 
a  letter  was  sent  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  calling  attention  of  the 
purveyor  to  the  fact  and  urging  strict  precautions  to  be  taken  in  handling 
and  storage  of  same. 


ICE  CREAM  VENDORS. 


The  premises  of  manufacturers  and  vendors  of  ice-cream  were 
visited  during  the  summer  months  and  I  found  them  in  a  clean  condition.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  workshops,  workplaces,  and  laundries  in  the  District  have 
been  inspected,  127  visits  being  made.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  23 
workrooms  required  limewashing  or  cleansing,  and  in  2  the  floors  were 
dirty.  Sixteen  rooms  were  measured  and  none  found  to  be  over- 
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crowded,  while  68  nuisances  were  discovered  in  connection  with  workshop 
premises.  All  these  matters  were  attended  to  by  the  owners  or  occupiers. 
Closet  accommodation  has  been  provided  at  a  workplace. 

One  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  a  dwelling  house  in 
connection  with  a  workshop  :  the  patient  was  promptly  removed  to 
Hospital,  and  the  premises,  &c.,  disinfected. 

Nineteen  notices  of  the  occupation  of  workshops  and  3  notices 
regarding  sanitary  provisions  at  2  workshops  and  a  factory  have  been 
received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  &c.  The  premises  were 
visited  and  notices  served  which  have  been  complied  with. 

There  are  109  workshops  on  the  Register  and  the  Government 
Inspector  of  Workshops,  &c.,  was  notified  of  9  workshops  which  were 
found  to  be  unprotected. 


HOMEWORK. 

Two  lists  have  been  received  from  outside  Authorities  with  regard 
to  persons  residing  in  this  District  who  are  engaged  in  making  wearing 
apparel. 

The  premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  order. 

I  have  examined  4  lists  of  outworkers  kept  by  firms  in  the  District 
and  find  that  2  names  are  of  persons  who  reside  here  ;  2  reside  in  other 
Townships  of  which  the  Local  Authorities  were  notified.  The  premises  in 
the  District  were  visited  and  in  one  instance  notice  has  been  served 
which  has  not  yet  been  complied  with. 

Eighteen  notices  were  sent  to  occupiers  of  shops  in  District  calling 
their  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act  with  regard  to  supplying 
lists  of  outworkers. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found  to  be  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.  In  14  instances  the  cleansing  of  walls  and 
ceilings  of  16  rooms  had  not  been  done,  at  7  premises  the  floors,  &c., 
were  dirty,  in  2  the  ceilings  defective,  and  in  one  the  walls  required 
repairs.  The  work  was  done  upon  written  or  verbal  intimation  being 
given. 

Application  for  certificates  were  made  by  the  new  occupiers  of 
underground  bakehouses.  These  were  granted  after  an  inspection  of 
the  premises  to  see  that  they  were  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

Five  bakehouses  were  found  to  be  unprotected  and  the  Government 
Inspector  was  notified  thereof.  There  are  now  35  bakehouses  on  the 
Register  and  101  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
investigations  have  been  made  into  each  of  the  156  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  notified  to  him  during  the  year.  Also  persons  who  were 
notified  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  as  having  been  exposed  to 
the  infection  of  small-pox,  plague,  &c.,  were  visited  and  kept  under 
observation,  and  a  large  number  of  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who  had 
been  in  contact  with  a  case  of  small-pox  in  Seaforth.  Eighty-nine 
intimations  were  sent  to  Head  Teachers  regarding  school  children  from 
houses  where  there  was  infectious  disease. 

DISINFECTION. 

Three  schools  and  167  rooms  were  disinfected  and  cleansed,  papers 
being  scraped  off  the  walls  where  necessary.  In  7  instances  rooms 
were  scraped  by  order  of  the  Council,  in  default  of  compliance  with 
notices  served. 

The  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  325  times,  4,557  articles 
of  bedding,  &c.,  being  disinfected,  and  98  articles  were  destroyed  at 
the  request  of  owners.  Twenty  library  books  have  been  disinfected 
and  returned  to  the  Librarian.

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE 

AND  SHOP  REFUSE. 

The  removal  of  the  .contents  of  ashpits  and  bins  and  of  shop  refuse 
was  done  by  contract  up  to  March  31st,  but  since  that  date  it  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  Council’s  own  staff. 

Under  his  agreement  the  Contractor  undertook  to  cleanse  the  ashpits 
4  times  a  year,  or  once  every  3  months,  and  complaints  were  frequently 
made,  but  during  the  9  months  the  Council’s  own  men  have  been  doing 
the  work  they  have  cleared  the  pits  5  times,  or  about  once  every  2 
months.  I  venture  to  think  that  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  to 
the  Council  that  they  decided  to  take  this  step,  as  the  frequent  removal 
of  accumulations  of  house  refuse  from  the  vicinity  of  dwelling  houses 
is  a  great  sanitary  work. 

In  addition  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  ash  bins,  as  ashpits 
are  being  abolished  each  year  and  all  new  houses  are  furnished  with  this 
kind  of  receptacle  for  house  refuse.  At  some  of  the  larger  premises  the 


bins  are  emptied  twice  a  week  and  at  several  of  the  hotels  3  times  a 
week,  so  that  the  total  number  of  bin  emptyings  reaches  2,000  per 
week.  The  refuse  is  now  removed  daily  from  200  shops.  The  number 
of  emptyings  of  pits  and  bins  for  the  year  being  97,065,  as  compared 
with  76,832  last  year.
